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Clay City woman 
dead, husband 
arrested in 
Easter shooting

A Clay City woman is dead 
and her husband is now fac¬ 
ing charges following an early 
Sunday morning shooting.. 

Kentucky State Police 
arrested Jimmy Hood, 48 at 
his home on Echo Hollow 
Road just north of Clay City. 
He has been charged with 
shooting his wife, Rosena 
Hood, 42. 

Powell County 911 
Dispatch received a call just 
after 5:30 a.m. Easter morn¬ 
ing about a shooting at a 
residence on Echo Hollow 
Road. Police and ambulance 
personnel were sent to the 
area. But due to high water, 
emergency responders had 
to get to the Pompeii area 
road by going the back way 
through Paint Creek and 
Stanton. Upon their arrival 
they found Rosena Hood had 
been shot by what appeared 
to be a .380 semi-automatic 
pistol, according to calls on 
the emergency radios. 

Ambulance personnel 
requested extra help from the 
Clay City Fire Department 
to assist with CPR. Hood 
was taken to the Saint Joseph 
Mount Sterling hospital. She 
was pronounced dead at the 
hospital. 

State police began an inves¬ 
tigation into the incident. 
Court sources and records

indicate that officers had been 
to the Hood residence several 
times over verbal confronta¬ 
tions between the husband 
and wife. But nothing seem 
to indicate, according to the 
sources, that a shooting was a 
possibility. 

State police say that there 
appears to have been a party 
at the home earlier in the eve¬ 
ning and that they will look 
to see if alcohol was a factor. 
They also believe that the 
shooting may have been part 
of a domestic issue. Police 
would not comment any 
further. However, the case is 
still open and under inves¬ 
tigation. The lead detective 
on the case is KSP Detective 
Virgil Rucker. 

James “Jimmy” Hood was 
charged with second degree 
manslaughter and lodged in 
the Powell County Detention 
Center. He was reportedly 
due in court earlier this week.

Family camping 
trip turns fatal

What started out as a spring 
break get back to nature get¬ 
away turned tragic last Friday 
morning after strong storms 
ripped through Powell 
County A Lexington woman 
was killed and her husband 
was seriously injured after a 
huge tree limb fell on their 
tent near Natural Bridge State 
Park. 

Emergency units were 
called to Middle Fork 
Campground after the tree 
limb struck the tent with five 
people inside. Three chil¬ 
dren were also in the tent. 
None of them were injured. 
Upon arrival rescue person¬ 
nel found Catherine Carlson, 
45, and her husband, Brian 
Carlson, in a tent with a large 
tree limb laying in the mid¬ 
dle of the tent. Three kids 
were also inside, the oldest 
child being 14 years old. 
Catherine Carlson was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene, 
Brian Carlson had suffered 
what appeared to be a broken 
hip and pelvic injuries. 

According to Powell 
County Coroner Hondo 
Hearne, strong winds asso¬ 
ciated with a strong storm 


and hail, toppled over the 
tree limb. Hearne guessed 
the limb was about 10 to 15 
feet long and rather large. 
A strong storm did rake the 
area just after 3 a.m. with the 
report of the incident coming 
in around 3:20 a.m. 

Hearne believes that 
Carlson died immediately. 
“She appeared to have severe 
trauma to the thorax, chest 
area and abdomen,” Hearne 
said. “The husband looked to 
have a broken hip.” 

Brian Carlson was taken 
to Clark Regional Medical 
Center and then rushed to 
the UK Medical Center to be 
treated for a fractured pelvis. 

The storms continued in 
Powell County. Hours of 
heavy rain before the tragedy, 
coupled with the deluge the 
deadly storm brought rapid 
moving flood waters into the 
campground. Park rangers 
quickly moved to evacuate 
low-lying areas and other 
campers. 

Meanwhile emergency 
workers had to act quickly 
to gather evidence, remove 
Carlson, get the husband to 
a hospital and everyone out

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Gwen’s Guardians: Friends helping a friend in need

In April of 2014 Gwen 
Reffitt received the news 
no one ever wants to get... 
cancer... serious, aggressive 
and rare. No one knows 
how they will react when 
they are basically told their 
life will never again be the 
same, but one would be 
hard pressed to find a per¬ 
son more positive and brave 
as Gwen. A wife and moth¬ 
er of four beautiful children 
her faith is an inspiration 
and her love for her family 
unmatched. 

A year ago this month, 
Gwen was preparing to take 
her family on a much need¬ 
ed beach vacation. At a visit 
to the tanning bed she dis¬ 
covered a knot on the left 
side of her stomach. She 
thought it may be a blocked 
intestine so she made an ap¬ 
pointment with her regular 
physician and was quickly 
referred to UK for a scan. 
Due to a miscommunica- 
tion she was told when she 
reached the hospital that 
there was no referral for 
her in the system. Not to 
be deterred she decided to 
go through the emergency 
room. In the ER they did 
an internal ultrasound in¬ 
stead of a regular scan. This 
was, in Gwens eyes, God 
intervening on her behalf 
because through that scan 
they were able to detect a 
large cyst, equivalent in size 


to a 20 week pregnancy, 
called a cyst complex. 

Doctors went ahead with 
a complete hysterectomy. 
Gwen mentioned a lump 
in her breast that she had 
been concerned about af¬ 
ter a previous doctor had 
told her it was only a fibroid 
cyst. During this time the 
doctors also performed a 
breast biopsy. The results 
were life altering. 

For a year now she has 
been receiving treatment 
for Triple Negative Breast 
Cancer at Markey Cancer 
Center and The University 
of Kentucky. Gwens unique 
type of breast cancer had 
spread to her liver and her 
ovaries. After a complete 
hysterectomy she began 
a series of chemotherapy 
treatments. The chemo 
worked well at shrinking 
the cancer and by the end 
of November she was able 
to go off of the treatments. 
Tests at that time showed 
the cancer was “barely vis¬ 
ible”. 

Throughout the Christ¬ 
mas holiday she began to 
have major discomfort in 
her right shoulder. Doctors 
originally thought she had 
torn a ligament working 
on her Christmas tree but 
the pain became so severe 
more tests were performed. 
At the beginning of March 
2015 she returned to her 
cancer doctors for tests to 
see how things were going. 
The results she received 
were not good. Her can¬ 
cer had grown, tripled in 


size. She was told that she 
would have to fight for the 
rest of her life against this 
beast. Chemotherapy was 
effective on her type of can¬ 
cer, but she would have to 
take it from now on. Add¬ 
ing insult to injury, the pain 
she had been experiencing 
in her shoulder was a re¬ 
sult of the cancer invading 
and destroying the bones 
of her shoulder. She is now 
facing a complete shoulder 
replacement to rid her body 
of the diseased bone. 

True to her feisty per¬ 
sonality, Gwen was and is 
determined to fight and as 
her friend I am determined 
to help her in any way that 
I can. About a month ago 
I posted on Facebook that 
we were going to start fund¬ 
raising so that Gwen would 


be able to travel to other 
states and different facilities 
in search of the best treat¬ 
ment for her unique type 
of cancer. She is a fighter 
and she deserves a fighting 
chance. 

The immediate response 
from this amazing com¬ 
munity was overwhelming. 
Even as I write this my heart 
is overflowing with appre¬ 
ciation to each and every 
person who has stepped 
up and offered to help and 
plan. This past Saturday we 
hosted our very first fund 
raising event in the form of 
a Bake Sale. Ladies from all 
over the county donated de¬ 
licious pies, cakes, candies, 
cookies, and cupcakes. The 
Middle School Soccer Team 
had also planned a bake sale 
on Thursday, April 2, but

Attorney General warns about scammers and how beast them

After a long, unseason¬ 
ably treacherous winter, 
spring has finally arrived in 
the Bluegrass State. As the 
temperatures rise and the 
water levels recede, many 
Kentuckians look forward 
to enjoying the new sea¬ 
son with outdoor activity 
spring cleaning and home 
improvement projects. Un¬ 
fortunately this time of 
year also sees a sharp rise 
in shady contractors that 
prey on the hopes of home 
improvement. While many 
Kentuckians are receiving 


tax returns and looking for 
reputable contractors, fly by 
night scam artists are com¬ 
ing out of the woodwork. 

In recent years, home 
repair and construction 
complaints have ranked as 
high as third on the Top 10 
Consumer Complaints List 
released annually by the 
National Association of At¬ 
torneys General (NAAG). 
My Office of Consumer 
Protection and I are com¬ 
mitted to protecting Ken¬ 
tuckians from home-im¬ 
provement scammers, as 
well as unscrupulous fly- 
by-night contractors. Also 
known as “storm chas¬ 
ers,” these fraudulent con¬ 
tractors often appear in 
storm-damaged communi¬ 
ties and swindle victims by 
offering cheap and quick re¬ 
pair work. Kentucky may 
be particularly attractive to 
these transient scam artists 
given the record amount 
of snow and ice that was 
heaped upon the Bluegrass 
these past few months. 
With damage to many 


homes there is a high need 
for repair or restoration and 
with that needs comes risks. 

Many of these scam¬ 
mers will hit an area, take 
the money and run. They 
typically travel from out of 
town and visit neighbor¬ 
hoods, offering unsolicited 
bids to susceptible residents 
and making high-pressure 
sales pitches that sound too 
good to be true. That’s why 
I always encourage con¬ 
sumers in need of cleanup 
or repair services to never 
pay the full amount before 
the work is completed, and, 
if possible, use local, reputa¬ 
ble contractors. 

My office is currently 
working to recover thou¬ 
sands of dollars in resti¬ 
tution for scam victims in 
several Kentucky counties 
who were solicited by James 
Twaddle, a fraudulent roof¬ 
ing contractor. Twaddle, 
the former president of 
Restore-IT USA, sent em¬ 
ployees door to door, sign¬ 
ing more than two dozen 
residents up for roof repair 


services following storm 
events. However, Twaddle 
pocketed the payments and 
never completed the work 
for any of them. Twaddle 
has since pleaded guilty to 
theft by deception charges 
in two of these cases, and 
the remaining cases are still 
pending. 

Kentuckians can easily 
avoid similar frustrating 
and stressful experiences 
by keeping these additional 
tips in mind: 

• Deal only with reputa¬ 
ble, established firms. Ask 
friends and neighbors for 
recommendations. 

• Get written estimates 
from at least three different 
contractors. Make sure all 
costs are covered in the es¬ 
timate: including the down 
payment, finance charges, 
building permit fees, instal¬ 
lation costs and all materi¬ 
als. 

• If an advance is needed 
to purchase materials, offer 
to purchase the materials 
yourself. 

• Request names of past 


customers and contact 
them to find out if they 
were satisfied. 

• Never select a contrac¬ 
tor who has not come to 
your home to assess the job. 

• Ask questions about 
what methods or materi¬ 
al will be used, when work 
will begin, how long before 
the job is complete, and 
what method of payment is 
required. 

• Ask if the contractor 
is licensed, bonded (if re¬ 
quired by the city or coun¬ 
ty), and insured. 

• Be suspicious of unfa¬ 
miliar, out-of-state vehicles 
and those who offer repair 
work at unreasonably low 
prices. Contact local law 
enforcement about your 
suspicions. 

• Check unknown com¬ 
panies out with the Better 
Business Bureau or call my 
Office of Consumer Protec¬ 
tion to see if information is 
available about the compa¬ 
ny 

Additionally when se¬ 
lecting a contractor, insist 


on getting a written, de¬ 
tailed contract. Don’t let a 
persuasive seller push you 
into signing a contract on 
the spot until you have re¬ 
ceived several estimates and 
are completely clear aboul 
the terms of the contract 
You may be asked to sign 
documents other than the 
contract. I encourage you 
to read these papers thor¬ 
oughly so you know exactl) 
what you are signing. 

I want to ensure that all 
Kentuckians are vigilant ol 
home-improvement and 
storm-repair scams this 
spring. As always, I urge 
consumers to report any in¬ 
cidents of possible fraud oi 
shoddy construction wort 
and repair using my Office 
of Consumer Protection 
Hotline at 1-888-432-9257, 
You may also file a consum¬ 
er protection complaint on¬ 
line by visiting www.ag.ky 
gov/consumer.

Clay City native serves on USS Ronald Reagan

A 2012 Powell County 
High School graduate and 
Clay City, Kentucky, na¬ 
tive is serving on one of the 
world’s largest warships, 
the U.S. Navy aircraft carri¬ 
er USS Ronald Reagan. 

Petty Officer 3rd Class 
Geneva Pittman is an avi¬ 
ation ordnanceman aboard 
the San Diego-based ship, a 
Nimitz-class nuclear-pow¬ 
ered aircraft carrier and 
one of only ten operational 
aircraft carriers in the Navy 
today. 

“I am a weapons techni¬ 
cian. I am responsible for 
building bombs and in¬ 
specting missiles, rockets 
and gun systems on our 
F-18 fighter aircraft,” said 
Pittman 

Named in honor of for¬ 
mer President Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, the carrier is longer 
than 3 football fields, at 
nearly 1,100 feet long. The 
ship is 252 feet wide and 
weighs more than 100,000 
tons. Two nuclear reactors 
can push the ship through 
the water at nearly 35 mph. 

As a sailor with numer¬ 
ous responsibilities, Pitt¬ 
man said she is proud to 
serve her country aboard 
an aircraft carrier. 

“The USS Reagan is a 
great ship and we are very 
popular as America’s flag¬ 
ship. We get a lot of atten¬ 
tion in the public,” said Pit¬ 
tman. 

Pittman also said she 
is very proud of the work 
she is doing as part of USS 
Ronald Reagan’s nearly 
3,000-member crew, help¬ 
ing protect America on the 
world’s oceans. 

Sailors’ jobs are highly 
varied aboard USS Ron¬ 
ald Reagan. Nearly 3,000 
men and women make 
up the ship’s company, 
which keeps all parts of 
the aircraft carrier running 
smoothly — this includes 
everything from washing 
dishes and preparing meals 
to handling weaponry and 


maintaining the nuclear 
reactors. Another 2,000 or 
so form the air wing, the 
people who actually fly and 
maintain the aircraft. 

“I never cease to be im¬ 
pressed with the type and 
quality of work that goes 
on aboard the carrier each 
day,” said Capt. Christo¬ 
pher E. Bolt, the carrier’s 
commanding officer. “Our 
team is filled with highly 
qualified young adults - 
in many cases, 19 and 20 
years old - and they’re out 
here launching and recov¬ 
ering aircraft, running a 
complex propulsion system 
safely, serving as air traf¬ 
fic controllers, operating 
sophisticated electronics, 
and keeping this floating 
city alive and functioning. 
Their work ethic, enthu¬ 
siasm, and esprit de corps 
are second to none. If you 
pick up a newspaper in any 
city and examine what oth¬ 
er 19- and 20-year-olds are 
doing, there is no compari¬ 
son to the level of responsi¬ 
bility our Sailors hold. That 
caliber of Sailor is what has 
earned us the title of Amer¬ 
ica’s Flagship.” 

USS Ronald Reagan is 
also a self-sustaining, mo¬ 
bile airport and, like each 
of the Navy’s aircraft car¬ 
riers, is designed for a 50- 
year service life. While 
underway, the ship carries 
more than 70 jets, heli¬ 
copters and other aircraft, 
all of which take off from 
and land on the carrier’s 
4.5-acre flight deck. Four 
powerful catapults launch 
aircraft off the bow of the 
ship. After lowering a tail 
hook that protrudes from 
the rear of the aircraft, jets 
and aircraft land by snag¬ 
ging a steel cable called an 
arresting wire. 

After an extended main¬ 
tenance period spent pier 
side in San Diego, USS 
Ronald Reagan is prepar¬ 
ing for its move to Japan, 
as part of the first ever 
three-hull aircraft carri¬ 
er crew and hull swap. It 
will replace USS George 
Washington in Japan and 
become part of the U.S. 7th

ORDINANCE NO: _02-10-15_ 


WHEREAS, the Powell Fiscal Court is desirous of maintaining the safety of County 
Roads within the boundaries of Powell County and securing safe and non-hazardous 
use of said roads by the citizens of the County; 

WHEREAS, it has become necessary to have the ability to regulate private encroach¬ 
ments upon the county road system to preserve the safety of travelers on County roads; 

BE IT HEREBY ORDAINED THAT: 

SECTION ONE 

1. Before any person shall proceed to cause any encroachment under, on or over any 
part of the right-of-way of a county road in Powell County, they shall first obtain from 
the assigned appointee of the Powell County Fiscal Court a permit so to do. These 
permits will serve in showing what, where and how an encroachment may be made. 
Such permit will contain required stipulations on these encroachments such as but not 
limited to minimum culvert size (12”) and length, mile point, allowable grade to contact 
road. It is not the intent of this ordinance to require permits on encroachments that are 
already in existence, but to require them for future encroachments in an effort to ensure 
public safety, means of protecting our road system and to address existing encroach¬ 
ments which because of the placement and or construction are currently causing unsafe 
conditions to our citizens and damage to the County Road System. Any encroachment 
heretofore or hereafter placed or allowed to continue or remain under, on or over any 
county road which is found by the County Road Supervisor to be interfering in any way 
with the safe, convenient and continuous use and maintenance of such road shall upon 
thirty (30) day notice to the person or to his chief agent by the Powell County Road 
Department be removed or relocated by such person at his own expense. 

2. Whenever an order of the Powell County Fiscal Court requires such removal or 
change in location of any encroachment from the right-of-way of a road and the person 
causing such encroachment or allowing same to continue or remain fails to remove, 
modify to specified recommendation or change location of same at their own expense 
to conform to the order within the time stated in the notice, the Powell County Fiscal 
Court shall cause the encroachment to be removed; the expense thereby incurred shall 
be paid out of any money available therefore or a lien placed on available assets, and 
shall be charged against the person and levied and collected and paid into the funds of 
the Powell County Fiscal Court as provided by law. 


SECTION TWO 

The following definitions shall apply in relation to the enforcement of this Ordinance; 

1. “Road” includes county roads, highways, bridges and bridge approaches; 

2. “Encroachment” means any improvement to land constructed, created or implement¬ 
ed or any change from the original contour thereof, including but not limited to build¬ 
ings, fences, ditches, embankments, driveways or signs, which hinders or prevents use 
or maintenance of roads or right-of-ways; 

3. “Person” includes any individual, firm, co-partnership, joint venture, association, 
social club, fraternal organization, corporation, estate, trust, business trust, receiver, 
syndicate, cooperative or any other group of combination acting as a unit. 

4. “Right-of-Way” (KRS178.010,178.025,178.040) 

5. “Permit” the document issued by appointed person to the party wishing to make the 
encroachment onto the County right-a-way. There will be no cost for applying or being 
granted the original permit. 


SECTION THREE 

1. The County Judge-Executive of Powell County shall have the authority, upon approv¬ 
al of the Powell County Fiscal Court, to create regulations necessary to implement and 
enforce this Ordinance including but not limited to the creation of committees within 
the Powell Fiscal Court and County Road Department to monitor encroachments upon 
county roads and to establish recommendations to private persons for alleviation of 
unsafe encroachments.

One cold winter! 

This past Monday night 
we discussed spring 
pruning at our garden 
class at PCHS. Most of 
the trees and shrubs in 
our landscape are crying 
out “ Help me!!” With 
temperatures dipping 
down to 20 below zero 
one night this past Febru¬ 
ary, plants are now show¬ 
ing the signs of that cold 
temperature! You will 
need to spend some time 
outdoors now to get your 
landscape back in shape. 
In a short synopsis, this is 
what we are finding out¬ 
side: 

Roses-very few of our 
roses survived the win¬ 
ter. If they are living, they 
would be showing some 
sign of green and a few 
buds somewhere by now. 
I have a few “Knock-outs” 
that have a few sprouts 
near the bottom of the 
plant, but almost all our 
pretty hybrid tea roses 
are gone, even the ones 
which were mulched and 
protected near the front 
porch. 

One plant in front of 
the greenhouse which 
was given to me from my 
Napier neighbors, when 
my dad passed away, may 
have one sprout coming 
up from the base of the 
plant. I hope it is coming 
up above the graft. 

If your roses survive, 


but sprout below the graft 
union, they will grow and 
bloom this summer, but 
the rose you see will not 
be the rose you had be¬ 
fore. It will probably be a 
wiry scattered bloom you 
will not find attractive at 
all. 

For those, go ahead and 
pull up and throw it away. 
You’ll never be happy 
with it as grafted roses 
are grafted on a rootstock 
that is based on root de¬ 
velopment and growth. It 
will usually not be a pret¬ 
ty rose you would want to 
cut and bring into your 
home. 

Prune all roses down 
now to where you see 
a green cane or a red¬ 
dish-colored sprout from 
the bottom of the plant. 
If they have not greened 
up by now, they probably 
never will. 

Nandina -or heavenly 
bamboo was once 8 feet 
tall in the front of my 
house. These plants were 
given to me by a good 
friend who declared that I 
needed them in my land¬ 
scape. He is gone now. 
I have used their pretty 
green berries and foliage 
in both my daughter’s 
, one nephew and two 
niece’s wedding arrange¬ 
ments and bouquets. 

They have been put in 
many fall decorations for 
years at Natural Bridge 
State Park and numer¬ 
ous altar arrangements at 
church. I have used their 
red berries in hundreds 
of wreaths and center- 
pieces for Christmas in at 
least 6 Kentucky counties 
over the years. But now 
they are dead. 


There will be no more 
berries this year. Their 
stately canes all are black 
in the center. There is 
no life in them and they 
were thrown on the fire 
last Thursday night. 

It was a painful ritual. 
It tore at my soul to cut 
them down, but they are 
gone. My only hope is 
that one of them might 
sucker out from the 
bottom and rejuvenate 
themselves. They will 
have to start over. 

Crepe Myrtle-my 
crepe myrtle is usually 
pretty each summer, but 
it has died down before. 
Anytime temperatures 
get below 10 above, my 
crepe myrtle bites the 
dust. Losing it this winter 
was no surprise. I will cut 
it down to the ground, 
but am pretty much sure 
that it will come back 
from the ground level 
once soil temperatures 
increase. 

It probably will not

have many blooms this 
year, but it should sur¬ 
vive. I even expect the big 
Crepe myrtle in front of 
Peoples Exchange Insur¬ 
ance store will have to be 
cut down this year and 
start over. It is one of the 
prettiest specimens in the 
county, and has a brilliant 
display of red blooms al¬ 
most every year. It is an 
old variety which must 
have more winter cold 
tolerance than most cur¬ 
rent varieties. I hope it 
made it through. 

Southern Magnolia- 
Those once waxy, dark 
green leaves are now 
brown and scorched 
looking, just like you 
took a flame to each leaf. 
Again, these are “South¬ 
ern” magnolias. This 
winter, we did not have 
southern weather! Many 
or most of these leaves 
will drop off, but fortu¬ 
nately, most will be re¬ 
placed with those pretty 
glossy leaves again this 
summer. This is Gods 


way of replacing an old 
shrub or tree. 

Boxwood- Another 
southern plant that does 
not like temperatures be¬ 
low zero is showing lots 
of signs of leaf scorch. 
Most of these will come 
out of it, but may have to 
have some extra pruning 
to remove the whitened, 
dead leaves. 

Foster Hollies and oth¬ 
er hollies are burned pret¬ 
ty badly. I had one tree in 
the back yard that had 
almost half of the bottom 
branches removed. Ev¬ 
ery leaf had fallen off and 
the branches were bare. 
Maybe this was a good 
opportune time to prune 
it anyway. Other plants 
that are scorched include 
Photina, even taxus and 
juniper. Time will tell on 
most shrubs. 

I personally feel about 
pruning and burning 
old plants like I do about 
cleaning out my closets 
or greenhouse areas. I 
remembered who gave 


me that basket, or what 
trip I was on when I pur¬ 
chased that planter. I have 
become attached to that 
red sweater that someone 
gave me, even though it 
may be a little too tight to 
wear right now. 

If only I could lose a 
few pounds, it might fit 
better. 

Plants, like old sweaters 
make me comfortable. 
They make me feel at 
home. I hate to see them 

g°- 

While we are talking 
about spring plants, 
check out your forsythia. 
Most are showing only a 
few blooms down around 
the ground. The buds of 
the forsythia have been 
killed, and only those 
which were covered 
down in the snow, or re¬ 
ceived just a little warmth 
from the ground, were 
protected and will bloom. 
They are the sorriest sight 
I have ever seen, but ev¬ 
ery once in a while, you 
may see one that was 
unscathed by the winter 
cold. They will leaf out 
soon, without their pretty 
blooms. 

Don’t punish them by 
harsh pruning. Hopefully 
they will do better for us 
next winter. In 40 years, I 
have never seen them do 
this! 

The Bradford pears 
in your yard may also 
bloom this week, but ex¬ 
pect poor flower shows 
from them as well. Most 
will bloom with a small 
dingy brown bloom that 
will make you sad, at best. 
Temperatures at twenty 
below zero in February or 
March do not enable us to 
have a pretty bloom show 
come spring!
